From time to time, in this, the 
editorial column 
of

The reason 
a man plants a crop is for the re­ 
turns he gets out of it. either in

fact the crop that should be plant­ 
ed, is the one that will bring 
the 
greatest returns to 
the 
grower. 
And there are 
many things that 
the Brazos Bottom will grow that 
will yield greater 
profits 
than 
* cotton. 
With the irrigation 
plan seem- 
ingly successful on small areas, one 
farmer may take 
20 
acres 
and 
realize more from this small tract 
in a truck farm than the planta­ 
tion owner made from his thous­ 
and acres. 
This is made possible 
by utilizing 
the 
soil 
the 
year 
around and alternating the crops, 
taking one off and putting anoth­ 
er on. 
It is said 
that 
one man 
plai s to plant sufficient acreage 
to watermelons this year to enable 
him, if the crop be successful, to 
fill a carload a day to ship out of 
Bryan.

BODY OF AUGUST BEYER IS FOUND 
AT SUNDOWN BY HIS SON, EMIL 


D espondency Is G iven A s Cause for Taking 
O w n Life-C o roner’s Jury Presided Over by 
Justice J. W . H am ilton Returns Verdict of 
“Suicide by H anging H im self” . 


(From Friday*! Daily) 
A tragedy that has affected deeply the Kurten com­ 
munity and been felt throughout the county, occurred at 
the home of August Beyer on Thursday afternoon. 
When 
Emil Beyer returned from plowing in the field, which was 
about sundown, he could not find his father and utter a 
search, found his body in the sipoke-house where he had 
hanged himself with a rope. 
A coroner’s inquest was held 
with Justice J. W. Hamilton presiding and Sheriff Jess 
Con I efts present. The verdict was “Suicide by hanging him­ 
self. ’’ 
Beyer has been a resident of the K urten community 
for more than 40 years, following farm ing as a vocation, 
and spending all his leisure time in fishing, principally on 
the Navasot River and in th at vicinity, 
lie was somewhat 
of a recluse and very peculiar in habits and character. He 
was well known over the county, h o w e v e r ._________ 
NATIVE OF GERMANY. 
A ugust Beyi*r was born in Pos­ 
en, Germany, February 14, I SCI, 
and would have been <15 years obi 
a week from next Sunday. 
He 
came to this country with his par­ 
ents, when he 
was

hoc, tile parents settling in Fay­ 
ette county. 
August Beyer came 
lo Braxos county when he was 21 
or 22 years o f age with his broth­ 
er, Emil, who now lives at O'Don­ 
nell, Texas. 
August kept up the 
\ nention of farm ing and owns a 
farm iii the Cedar Creek Bottom, 
n ear Edge Community, 
but 
he 
lents that out and prefers to work 
iii th* Kurten section for others. 
At the time of his demise he was 
living and farm ing on the proper­ 
ty of Mrs. Johnny Koppe and Fred 
H erding. 
He recently moved from 
the property 
of Oscar K urten. 
When the Eagle reporter 
ar­ 
rived at the Beyer home, immed­ 
iately a fter the inquest, the eldest 
son, Emil, stopped eating his sup­ 
per to tell the story of the trag e­ 
dy. 
He said that as near
